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LETTER OF TRANSMITTAL

Sir: The first Morrill Act signed by President Lincoln on July 2, 
1862, provided for the establishment in each State of a college of 
agriculture and the mechanic arts. By this act each State received 
ID amount of public land (or land scrip) equal to 30,000 acres for each 
Senator and Representative in Congress to which it was then entitled. 
The proceeds from the sale of the land constitute a permanent fund 
or endowment. Thq second Morrill Act of 1890 and the Nelson 
amendment of 1907 provide for annual appropriations which now 
amount to $60,000 for each State and Territory for the benefit of 
these institutions, now commonly known as land-grant colleges. 

In 22 States the State umversi^ idiMesignated as the land-grant 
institution; 20 States provide a separate land-grant college in addition 
to a State umversity; 3 Territories— Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto 
Rico— m^ tain land-grant institutions; 6 States do not provide State 
universities, and of these Connecticut, Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, 
ind Rhode Island bupport State colleges which are designated as 
land-grant coll%es, and Massachusetts, New Jersey, and New York 
lave designated departnlents of privately controlled institutions as 
and-grant colleges. Massachusetts has 2 land-grant institutions— 1 
[or agricidture at Amherst, and l for engineering at Cambridge. 

These institutions are required by law to report on the use of the 
1862 funds and of the Morrill-Nelson appropriations annually to the 
5ecre4i7 of the Interior and to the Secretary of Agriculture. 

Dr. Walter J. Oreenleaf, specialist in higher education, kas sum- 
narized these reports for 1930-31 and has inteipreted the returns 
or use of those interested in the land-grant institutions, and I recom- 
nend that the lfeO-31 manuscript be published as a bulletin of the 
Inited States OflSce of Education.

Of the 69 land-grant colleges and unii^ersi ties which are in opera- 
tion, 52 are attended primarily or exclusively by white students 
(detailed in Tables 2 to 10, inclusive) and 17 are attended ex<^usively 
by N^roes (detailed in Tables 11 and 12). ' A summary for all 69 
l»nd-grant institutions is given in Table 1. 

Enrollments.— In 1930-31, .180,515 men and 128,877 women of 
college grade were enrolled as detailed in Table 4. As in earlier 
yeare, the gr^test number of students elected arts and sciences 
or liberal arts courseis— 31.1 per cent. Engineering of all types 
iccounted for 20.9 per cent, with 4.9 per cent of students electing 
electrical engineering and 4.6 per cent mechanical engineering. 
Slightly more than a thvrd of the students is enrolled in courses 
characterized as ** agriculture and the mechanic arts”; another third 
is in liberal arts; and the remainder in various professional fields 
including education 10.1 per cent, and business 9 pef cent. That 
these percentages are fairly constant from year to year is indicated 
in Table 7 where percentages have been figured indepoidently for 
each of sixjearih 

Instruction is also offered to many students not of college grade. 
In the practice schools owned by the land-grant institutions, 3,224 
boys and girls were enrolled. Students in secondary schools in 13 
institutions numbered 3, 1 1 7 boys and girls. In coufses of leas than 10 
days, 54,549 men and 19,204 women were enrolled. Short courses of 
10 days to 1-year duration enrolled 7,763 men and 2,256 women. 
Students in noncfedit-exteosion classes and courses numbered 
273,805 men and 36,004 women. Correspondence courses not taken 
for college credit enrolled 17,541 men and 3,510 women. 

Deorbes awarded in 1930-31 are shown in some detail in Table 6, 
Parts I and H. -A total of 27,529 first degrees were awarded., First 
degrees include bachelor degrees of all kinds, first professional degrees 
iuch as LL. B,, M. D., and all other degrees which do not require 
[raduate courses for completion. Master’s degrees totaled 3,793; 
arned doctor’s degrees, such as Ph. D., S. D., etc., 670; advanced 
engineering degrees, 232; and honorary degrees, 91. There hu been 
I tendracy during the past six years for the percentage of first degrees 
0 decline in agriculture and engineering, and to increase in education 
iod fine arte. 
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In 1930-31 in the land-grant colleges alone the Federal Government , 
spent nearly $4,000,000 on military education. Pay and allowances 
(directly through the War Department) of Regular Array person- 
nel on duty \\nth the various units amounted to $2,328,260 (or 
the fiscal year. The maintenance cost which includes equipment 
commutation in lieu of uniforms, ammunition, care and safekeeping 
of arms, ammunition and equipment, etc., totaled $1,600,131 in the 
51 land-grant institutions (Alaska does not benefit). Tl^^e total 
number of students reported in military education and diill was 
55,053. The number of students appointed in the Officers Reserve 
Corps‘(0.fi. C.) was 2,863; that is, commissions, were offered to 2,863 
most of whom accepted, and in'addition a few students who were too 
yoimg to accept commissions were given ceniihcations for appointmeni 
from The Adjutant General which will automatically entitle them to 
be regarded as eligible for appointment in the O. R. 0. upon becoming 
21 years of age. ^

Inventories of eight universities — Califomia, Minnesota, Ilfihob, 
Ohio State, Wisconsin, Cornell, Massachusetts Institute of Tech 
nology, and Rutgei% University — make up half the total. Of thesi 
eight, however, the latter three institutions are not State institutions, 
but are privately controlled, although each receives Federal appnv 
priations. Cornell and Rutgers also receive State appropriations 
Only one institution is appraised at less than a million doUars- 
^aska Agricultural and Mechanical College and School of Mines- 
comparatively new land-grant college; 15 institutions; are’ valua 
between one and three millions; 14 between three and fifve millions 
11 between five and ten millions; and 11 at more than ten millions 
Of the money invested in stadia or grandstands, one-half is repDrts 
by the following — Illinois more than $2,009,000, Ohio State nearlj 
$2,000,000, and California more than $1,000,000. Of the .money (oi 
library books, one-half b accounted for in seven uniyersities — Cali 
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tamia, Minnesota, Illinoia, Cornell, Ohio State, Missouri, and 
VTisconsm. . , « 

Financial reporting.— Financial data aa reported by colleges and 
universities in the past have been invalid for comparative purposes. 
Until very recently budget systems were not common in the colleges 
and inadequate accounting was employed. With many different and 
individual systems of keeping college records, few standards have 
been developed. Where one college includes under student fees all 
moneys paid by students to the college treasurer including board and 
room, another college "Reports only fees for instruction. ' 

Un^ 1926 it was not possible to obtain adequate figures on coUege 
expenditures. In that year however the OfiSce of Education at- 
tempt^ to gather expenditure statbtics from the land-grant colleges 
and these data were published in Bulletin 1925, No. 44. Simil ar 
improved data have been published annually since that time. 

In 1930 the national committee on standard reports for institutions 
of higher education was organized to “formulate .pimciples to be 
followed m the preparation of financial and statistical reports of 
umversitiw and colleges. ” In cooperation with the United States 
^ce of Education and the General Education Board the committee 
togan ^ mteQsive study of current practices as indicated in the 
bnonaal reports of 363 colleges and universities. A wide variation 
vas found m the presentation of the same facts. In the committee's 
published report (1930) “A studj^d^agnancial reports of colleges and 
universities in the United States" these variations were.discussed. 
m July ,1931, the committee published “Suggested forms for Financial 
Reports of Colleges and Universities,” copies of which may bo 
obtained through Lloyd Morey, comptroller. University of Illinois, 
Urbana, 111. InManuary, 1932, illustrations of the use of financial 
report forms recommended were published by the committee. 

Endowment, STUDENT loans, and debt SERviCE.-s-Total endow- 
ment funds as of June 30, 1931, amounted to .$124,521,151 of which 
3.3 per cent were net additions during the year. These funds are 
indicated m Table 9. "Institutions with the largest endowments are 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, $33,000,000; Cornell 
$24,000,000; University of California, $16,000,000; University of 
MiMesota, $10,000,000; Rutgers University, $5,000,000; University 
of Washington, $3,000,000; and 10 others varying from $1,000,000 

to $ 3 , 000 , 090 . In 36 institutions endowments have not yet reached 
a milhoh dollars. 

Stu^nt loan ..funds now amount to more than $2,600,000 an 
mcra^ of $330,933 during the year. Sixteen institutions have no 
student loan funds, but more than $100,000 is available in each of 
the following: California, Dlinois, Minnesota, Missouri, New Hamp- 
shire, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, and Vermont.

For auxiliary enterprises . — Most colleges operate certain business 
enterprises for the benefit of students or faculty or both which are 
not related to instruction as such. Student bookstores, student 
unions, dormitories, dining halls, infirmaries, and similar commercia 
projects furnish income which is usually applied to operation of th« 
project with perhaps a little for educational purposes. FoUewing 
the recommendation of the national committee on standard reporU 
for institutions of higher education, the operations of these enter- 
prises appear separately from educational activities. Six items are 
summarized and “other services” include such enterprises as garage, 
mimeograph bureau, stock room, forestry care, aquarium, tenant 
properties, department transfers, university press, dairy manufac- 
turing laboratory, university laimdry, serum plant, supply depart- 
ment, hotel, theater, and other projects managed by individusl 
institutions for convenience or profit.

Mch msUtufaon are shown in persentages m Table 10. For instance 
Federal represent 56.1 per cent of the receipts of Alaska Agri- 
cultural CoUeg6, while in Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
(privately controUed) Federal funds are only six-tenths of 1 per cent 
and-no funds are received from State or other publfc sources. Three^ 
fourths of the income of the University of Illinois is derived from' ’ 
btate sourcp, and the University of Puer.to Rico receives 78 per 
cent of Its income from Puerto Rico. In four institutions, student 
tuition and other fees represent more than a fiftti of the income— 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 33.2 per cent; University of 
Vermont 26.4 per cent; University of Maryland, 23 per cent; and 
Rutgers Umversity, 22 per cent. 

To^ receipts for all purposes amountedlo $161,366,432 in 1930-31. 

Of this total 77.7 per cent was received for current expenses and 8,2 
per cent for capital outlays for educational purposes; 12.9 per cent 

icu^^t expenses) and 1.2 per (^nt (capital outlay) was received for 
au.xmary enterprises. 

Expenditures are likewise divid^ into two parts — those for educar 
uonal purposes and those for auxiliary enterprises with amounts for 
current expenses and capital outlays sho\\-n. (Table 10.) For all 
)urposes a total of $162,264,414 was expended in 1930-31.
